Lone Survivor of Crash Thrown 
Clear of Wreck Strapped in Seat 


“WALNESBORO, Va. (AP) —

twin-engined airliner lost their 
lives and he alone survived. 

“I yelled to see if anyone e 
was alive, but no one answer- 
ec,” said E. Phil Bradley of 
Clifton Forge, Va., as he told of 
his 36-hour ordeal in the wild- 
ciness following the crash of 
the Piedmont Alrlines DC-3 Fri- 
Gay night. 

He suffercd a dislocated hip 
and minor cuts. 


Within a few hours after 
Bradley was taken to a hospl- 
tcl Sunday ‘at nearby Char- 
lettesville, 26 bodies wrapped 
ip tarpaulins were ‘laboriously 
curried to the summit of cliff- 
ttudded Bucks Elbow Mountain 
near Virginia’s Skyline Drive. 

Bradley, who said he noticed 
his watch ‘showed 8.40 p.m, 
mements after the crash, was 
frst reached at the wreck scene 
by Air Force Sgt. John Weis.

Jack Roxburgh, first vice-president of the CAHA was 
the guest speaker at the banquet. He reviewed hockey 
history from its beginning, telling the delegates that the 
“minor hockey association was the heart of the game.” 


Rosburgh said: “You men provide the pathway that 
eur youth will travel, and while championships are ¢s- 
sential the real contribution of hockey can only be assessed 
by what it does for the most important member of our 
family—the youth.” 


He went on to say that he was certain that athictes 
representing Canada in world hockey competition had helped 
push the political bogey-man on international affairs right 
out of the picture.”

20 YEARS AGO 


Nevember 17th, 1939, 
deck windows of the 
‘Queen Mary had been blacked 
out before we came aboard. 
At boat drill we were told... 
no smoking on deck after 
dark ... open decks not to be 
used at night. At Cherbourg 
the lounge doors had been 
muffled with heavy brown 
blankets. In the shadowy cor- 
ridors was a single light of 
nowrfamiliar blue, Through 
the Ubrary door one could see 
rows of white cots each wilh a 
single sultcase. Rows of cots 
were in every large space save 
the main lounge and smoke 
room .The ship was crowded, 

but there were no crow 

When the loudspeaker be- 
gan there was a sudden, swift 
convergence but nobody push- 
ed or pressed. Midway of the 
first “movie,” the ship made 
2 plunge — though sea 
was calm — and set off at full 
speed on an unknown course 
under Admiralty orders. No 
cables had been accepted for 
transmission from Cherbourg; 
no wireless messages went 
from the ship, but the wire- 
less came in. We listened to 
the last arrangement for eva- 
cuation of children early next 
morning. Mozt of us had 
watched rehearsals for that 
and kncw how London child- 
ren took it.. part fire drill

“Ocean Times" we lea 
next morning that negotia- 
tions were breaking down. At 
midday, all at once the wire- 
less broke in without warning. 
The German offensive had be- 
gun.

There 
were 2,600 passengera on 
board as well as a thousand 
more in the ship's company, I 
shall never cease to marvel at 
the serenity efficiency and 
kindness of officers, stewards 
and stewardess. Nothing went 
wrong. Their families were in 
Southampton, their future on 
the knees of the gods of war, 
and you'd think they were 
shepherding us through a 
Mediterranean pleasure cruise.
